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Boston, Mass., Aug. 29.—In 
the 


most sensational address in the his- 
tory of the conservative American 
Bar Association, its president, Hon. 
Edgar Farrar, 
today 
flayed 
the 


trusts and the laws under which they 
aie organized. The big financial in- 
terests of 
the country, especially 


the money kings of New York,were 
denounced in bitter terms as 
lavf- 


breakers and law-evaders who plan to 
contiol the liquid finances of the na- 
tion in a gigantic money trust. 


The coming 
conference 
of 
the 


state governors in New Jersey was 
urged to devise a plan to save the 
country from the interests. 
Attor- 


ney General Wickersham was assail- 
ed for the suggestion that the gov- 
ernment should fix the prices of com- 
modities, which was 
characterized 


as "monopolist and socialist reach- 
ing a common ground," and such a 
plan, Farrar 
said, 
would "shatter 


American freedomocracy " 


That the so-called money trust is 


an immediate menace was also in- 
sisted on by Farrar, who said: 
"A money trust controlling 
the 


liquid capital — the life blood of the 
commerce of the nation—is doubt- 
less the dream of the dominant fi- 
nancial magnates. 
If such a calam- 


ity does befall us, there will surelj 
rise up another 
Andrew 
Jackson, 


with the power and good will of the 
people behind him, who will throt- 
tle this perversion of the financial 
laws " 


As a remedy and deterrent, Farrar 


suggested that congiess limit 
the 


capital of national banks, prohibit 
consolidation, and 
prohibit coupling 


of stock or directors. Seated on the 
platform with Piesident Farrar was 
a notable array of the most promin- 
ent lawyers of the country, including 
seven ex-presidents of 
the Ameri- 


can Bar Association, who were: Ex- 
Secretary of War Jacob M. Dickin- 
son, Alton 
B. ParKor, Henry St. 


George Tucker, president of 
Wash- 


ington and Lee University; Henry D. 
Brown, II. S supreme court, retired; 
Francis Lord, Virginia; Alfied Hem- 
enway, Boston, and Charles C. Lib- 
bey, Portland, Me 


Mr. Farrar salt! the burning ques- 


tion that now agitates the minds of 
the American people is how to con- 
trol the corporations; how to break 
up these great 
aggregation, which 


seem to be almost as powerful as the 
government itself, and how to pre- 
vent their formation in the future 
He declared that the agitation for tho 
recall of Inrtgos, as shown in tho Ari- 
zona constitution, vetoed by the pres- 
ident, was "onlv one of the symp- 
toms of the political, social and econ- 
omic unrest and now pervades the 
whole nation." 
"The 
radicals," 
he 
continued, 


"propose to destroy things general- 
ly, while the conservatives, reading 
the signs of the times, realise 
the 


danger of 
the growing excitement 


among the masses of the people ami 
ure seeking an exit from the situation 
that will conserve political 
lilK>ity 


and industrial prosperity." Farrar 


then defended the corporation as a 
general principle, saying it had come 
to stay and was necessary. "There 
has always been a strong bias against 
corporations," he said, "and now It 
has passed into politics, the favorite 
ground of attack by the demagogue 
on any one desiring to enter public 
life being that he represents corpor- 
ate interests or is a corporation law- 
yer. 


"If there are Frankensteins in cor- 
porate form stalking over the land," 
c-ontinued Farrar, "spreading terror 
and threatening destruction, the peo- 
ple themselves have created them by 
their 
legislatures. 
In 
41 states 


there is no limit on capital 
stock, 


and in 24 perpetual charters are per- 
mitted. 
Mergers or 
consolidations 


are only specifically prohibited 
in 


two states. 
In none of the states 


are the same persons prohibited from 
acting as directors of corporations 
if the same character engaged in the 
same business. 


"During the last ten years there 


has been competition between 
the 


^tates to invent and adopt the most 
unrestricted corporation laws. 
The 


spur lias been greed for revenue; the 
encouragement, the success of New 
Teisey. 
Out of the latter's bosom 


have come the great trusts, the hold- 
ing companies and the gigantic mo- 
nopolies, all with their waterlogged 
stock.

Attorneys for Beattie announced dur- 
ing the trial oarly today that the 
prisoner would take the stand in his 
own defense early in the presenta- 
tion of their case. 


The morning session 
today was 


mostly taken up with the cross exam- 
ination of Paul Beattie by Attorney 
Smith, who went after him with ham- 
mer and tongs from the start. Un- 
der a terrific fire of questions Smitn 
involved the witness in a contradic- 
tory statement as to his acquaintance 
with the proprietor of the pawn shop 
where the gun was purchased. Paul 
said he had trouble remembering the 
name of the man 
and Smith then 


showed that he had borrowed money 
there. 


Paul was confused and counsel en- 
deavored to come to his aid with ob- 
jections, but was silenced by Judge 
Watson. Smith then reviewed Paul's 
testimony at the coroner's inquest 
when he was confused and collapsed. 
He asked Paul if he was an epileptic 
but Paul did not know the meaning 
of the word He said he never had 
fits, however. The witness said that 
Henry had never told him to keep 
the purchase of the .gun a secret.

Beattie, jr., who stands indicted for 
the murder of his wife, revealed on 
the witness stand late yesterday that 
the accused told him 24 hours after 
the murder how sorry he was "he 
had done it," a circumstance relating 
to the crime that the witness hitherto 
had suppressed. 


Coming as dramatically and as un- 


expectedly as the 
pathetic tale an 
hour before of Mrs. 11. V. Owen, the 
mother of the dead woman as to the 
domestic infelicity of her daughter, 
due to the husband's physical condi- 
tion, the briet, but thrilling, testi- 
mony given by Paul Beattie created 
a sensation. 
Paul Beattie, at the coroner's in- 


quest a nervous wreck, but yesterday 
strong and determined, poured out a 
tale which confessedly has troubled 
his mind not only because he pur- 
chased the shotgun for Henry, but 
because he dm not, until yesterday, 
tell all he knew of the case. 
With quivering lips and tear-dim- 


med eyes 
he 
set 
forth the story 
against which his heart and sympa- 
thy had for days been revolting. 


"I hated to testify against my own 


flesh and kin," he murmured as the 
muscles of his throat pulsated, "but 
my wife, my child and the duty I owe 
to my town torced me to do so " 
The gasp that rose simultaneously 


from the throats of those in the stuf- 
fy court room was strikingly audible 
and for a moment the crowd held its 
breath while Paul Beattie continued: 


'Henry himself told me that he 


wanted me to stick by him, but I said 
to him 'this looks mighty black to 
me and you've got me into a lot of 
trouble.' Henry told mo. '1 wish to 
God I had not done it, I would not 
have done it for $1,000,000, but she 
never loved me she only married me 
tor my money ' "

Forming Pact of States Will Have 


No Bearing on Initiative 


and Referendum. 


Columbus, Aug. 29.—"The people of 


Ohio can have the Initiative and Ref- 
erendum if they want it, and no old 
Pact of states will stand in its way," 
said Attorney General Hogan today in 
discussing the ruling of the Ohio Su- 
preme court in the case of the state vs. 
Boone in Hardin county, brought to 
compel the latter to obey the vital 
statistics law regarding the reporting 
of births. 


Those opposed to the Initiative and 


Referendum argue that the ordinance 
of 1787 in effect in the northwest ter- 
ritory, provided only for the represen- 
tative form of government, and not 
for a direct form as would be possible 
if the Initiative and Referendum were 
written into 
the constitution. 
As 


they profess to see it the other four 
states would have to give their consent 
before Ohio could make operative the 
two measures 
The attorney general 


stated today that the old ordinance 
could have no more effect on the will 
ol the people today than would an 
agreement between two countries be- 
fore they were embraced into states. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 29.— 


Through the publication today of the 
opinion of the Supreme court of Ohio 
in the case brought by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hogan 
against 
Dr. Boone, of 


Hardin County, to compel him to ob- 
serve the provisions of the so-called 
medical registration, or vital statis- 
tics law, it appears doubtful whether 
that tribunal will sustain a constitu- 
tion containing the initiative and ref- 
erendum, the recall and other forms 
of government by pure democracy. 


While this may be regarded as a 
guage of the judges seems clear and 
staggering statement, yet the Ian- 
distinct and if followed to a logical 
conclusion it will be necessary to ob- 
tain an act of congress before these 
changes can be validated. 


The decision rests upon a construc- 


tion of the ordinance of 1787 for the 
Northwest territory, 
of 
which the 


court says: "The great charter of tb' 
Northwest territory is still under ana 
above and before all laws and con- 
stitutions which have yet been made 
in the states which are parts of that 
territory." 


It is upon this sentence that the be- 


lief is founded 
that the Supreme 


court will be found arrayed against 
the enumerated forms of pure democ- 
racy: "If our constitution, instead of 
creating a republican form of gov- 
ernment for the state, had pr6vided a 
pure democracy, a government di- 
rectly by the people, and so framed it, 
had been accepted by the President 
! and Congress ot the United State?, 
there might have been some reason 
for the claim, that in that respect 


, the compact was to remain forever 
unaltered, unless repealed by impli- 
cation; yet even under such circum- 
stances a conclusi.se 
presumption 


would not be raised that the com- 
pact had been altered 
without the 


common consent of all the parties 


, thereto " 
| The court quotes the language of 
I tho oidinance of 1787, in which it is 
I said that the contained articles shall 
be considered as articles of compact 
between the original states and the 
people and the states of said territory 
and remain torever unalterable un- 
| less by common consent. In the case 
decided the ordinance held that when 
property was taken or the particular 
sei vices of a person were demanded 
lull compensation should be made 
iheretor 
| The attorney general 
contended 


that the law requiring doctors to 
make returns of vital statistics was 
n proper exeicise of the police power 
of the state and that such exercise 
was justified by the necessity of the 
occasion, it being the duty of govern- 
ment to provide for the common wel- 
fare of the governed. 


The court quoteo. a decision from 


the Connecticut courts holding that 
tho personal guarantees of the con-

VETERAN LEGION 


MEET SEPT. 15 


Will ICiitci-lain Old Hcroeti 


•—\Vomun Prisoner of Wai' to 


Participate. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 
29. — Two thousand 


veterans, whose average age Is seven- 
ty-one years will march through the 
downtown streets of Pittsburg on the 
morning of Wednesday, September 13. 
The hosts will be the survivors of the 
Union Veteran Legion who are physi- 
cally able to inarch. Five thousand 
soldiers are expected here. It will be 
the last similar spectacle that Pitts- 
burg ever will behold. 


The 
parade 
will 
leave Ft. Pitt 
Hotel about 9:30 o'clock and to 
the 
strains of the airs of '61 will march 
down Smithfleld street to Fifth avenue 
and then back to the Fort Pitt Hotel. 
Mayor William A. Magee will issue a 
proclamation asking that business be 
suspended in downtown Pittsburg dur- 
ing the time of the parade. Proclama- 
tions will also request that the city 
and, 
particularly, the line of parade, 


be decorated for the occasion. As the 
spectacle will be an unusual one, It 
is expected that all records for crowds 
will be broken. 
The very presence 


in the line of such men as General 
Daniel E. Sickles, who will ride; Gen- 
eral Horace E. Porter, General Nelson 
A. Miles, General S. B. M. Young and 
Corporal James H. Tanner will be a 
magnet to attract everyone. 
The Fourteenth and Eighteenth reg- 


iments, National Guard of Pennsylva- 
nia, will act as escorts. When Liberty 
street is reached, the Fourteenth and 
Eighteenth will open 
ranks 
and 
through the ranks of the new army 
will pass the surviving legions of the 
old. 
With the exception, of the camp- 


fire to be held in Memorial hall, this 
parade will be the most interesting 
feature of the meeting.

The wo- 
man is Mrs. Lottie Bengough McCaf- 
frey, chairman of the local committee 
of the Ladies Auxiliary of the Union 
Veteran Legion. She Is the widow ot 
John T. Bengough. who was killed at 
Winchester, Va., January 
14, 1863. 


She obtained a pass fiom General Ro- 
uert E. Lee to enter the fortification 
to get the body of her husband. She 
got a detail of Union soldiers from 
Taylor prison hospital and, entering1 
the lines, reinterred the remains of 
Mr. Bengough at Winchester. She was 
told to report back to Lee, was taken 
prisoner and was imprisoned at Castle 
Thunder, 
Richmond, 
Va., for six: 


months. 
In connection wiffi her capture and 


imprisonment it was overlooked that 
she had in her possession a pass Issued 
by General Lee and which was not 
lifted. On her 
return 
home 
she 
brought the bit of paper with her which 
bears the signature of 
the 
famous 


Confederate general. Mrs. McCaffrey 
still has in her possession this relic of. 


It is believed that it is the only 


tmlifteB pass issued by General Lee 
during the entire struggle, and will be 
one of the interesting relics which will 
be passed around during the coming 
gathering of three-year service men.

stltutloii 01 the United States placed 
no limitation upon the power of the 
legislature to require gratuitous ser- 
vice from one member of the commu- 
nity in the protection of the lives of 
all. 


The supreme court of Ohio declares 
that there is grave doubt whether 
this is "sound law in this jurisdiction 
owing to the specific provision of the 
ordinance of 1787." 
Invoking this 


instrument it holds that the legisla- 
ture is without power to compel phy- 
sicians and midwives to perform the 
services demanded of tnem without 
providing for their compensation, by 
implication also 
declaring 
that no 


constitution could he drafted which 
would provide for such compulsory 
service. 


There is the utmost significance, 


therefore, in the special 
reference 


concerning the forttv of government 
provided 
and the quotation of the 


general provision of the ordinance of j 
1787: "The constitution and govern- 
ment so to be formed, shall be re- 
publican, and in conformity with 
the principles contained in these ar- 
ticles. 
The opposition of the alter- 


native form of government, a pure 
democracy, cannot but be regarded 
as deliberate and meaning." 


Regarding certain decisions of the 


United States Supreme court regard- 
ing supersessions otherwise than by 
common consent of the parties to the 
compact as required by the terms of 
the ordinance, it is held 
that the 


judges of that tribunal did not go 
very thoroughly into the question 
whether such common consent- had 
ever been given. 


It is obvious says 
the 
Supreme 


court of Ohio, that they had ignored* 
the distinction between a mere act of 
Congress, which may be repealed, or 
superceded by subsequent acts and a 
solemn and formal "compact" in the 
nature of a treaty as it were, between 
the proprietary states and the people 
and the^jstates of the territory which 
was subsequently to be erected into 
several states of the union. 


Summarizy^"th«se matters, it ap- 


pears that the Court in the Boone de- 
cision holds that none but a Repub- 
lican form of government can be es- 
tablished in Ohio, and that any at- 
tempt to substitute in whole or in 
part a pure democracy without first 
formally 
amending the compact of 


1787 through joint action of the peo- 
ple of Ohio and the congress of the 
United States will raise 
a 
serious 


question of the validity of the eonsti- ] 
tution embracing these changes. 


There has already been raised a 


doubt as to the constitutionality of 
the municipal initiative and referen- 
dum law enacted at the last session 
ot the geneial assembly, which has 
just gone .into operation. 
It would 


also appear that if the decision of the 
Supreme court is sound, other states 
made up from the hegemony of the 
original northwest territory are also 
boutul by the provisions quoted. 


A natural corollary is that in order 


to secure any changes in government 
in any of the states all of them would , 
have to give a "common consent." 
[ 


Efforts were being made last night 


to inform tne leaders of the direct 
legislation movement in this state of 
the decision of the Supreme court in 
order that preparation may be made 
for action. 
It is Quite true that the 


opinion is "obiter dicta," or expres- 
sions of the judges as individuals, i 
and that they have not really passed ' 
upon the constitutionality of the ini- ' 
tiative and referendum ana the re- 
call. 
Yet from the context of the 


opinion they appear to have defined 
themselves to a remarkable extent. !

stitutioii ui the United States placed 
no limitation upon the power of the 
legislature to require gratuitous ser- 
vice from one member of the commu- 
nity in the protection of the lives of 
all. 


Tlie supreme court of Ohio declares 


that there is grave doubt whether 
this is "sound law in this jurisdiction 
owing to the specific provision of the 
ordinance of 1787." 
Invoking this 


instrument it holds that the legisla- 
ture is without power to compel phy- 
sicians and midwives to perform the 
services demanded of them without 
providing for their compensation, by 
implication also 
declaring 
that no 


constitution could be drafted which 
would provide for such compulsory 
service. 


There is the utmost significance, 


therefore, in the special 
reference 


concerning the form of government 
provided 
and the quotation of the 


general provision of the ordinance of 
1787: "The constitution and govern- 
ment so to be formed, shall be re- 
publican, and in conformity with 
the principles contained in these ar- 
ticles. 
The opposition of the alter- 


native form of government, a pure 
democracy, cannot but be regarded 
as deliberate and meaning." 


Regarding certain decisions of the 


United States Supreme court regard- 
ing supersessions otherwise than by 
common consent of the parties to the 
compact as required by the terms of 
the ordinance, it is held 
that the 


judges of that tribunal did not go 
very thoroughly into the question 
whether such common consent- had 
ever been given. 


It is obvious says

court of Ohio, that they had ignored* 
the distinction between a mere act of 
Congress, which may be repealed, or 
superceded by subsequent acts and a 
solemn and formal "compact" in the 
nature of a treaty as it were, between 
the proprietary states and the people 
and the^states of the territory which 
was subsequently to be erected into 
several states of the union.

pears that the Court in the Boone de- 
cision holds that none but a Repub-

DEATH DEALS 


IN AIL DUST 


A warning against the dangers of 


dust was issued 
in 
a 
statement 


made today by the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, in *nhich it is shown 
that the percentage of deaths caused 
by tuberculosis in the dusty trades 
is more than double that for all em- 
ployed men in the registration area 
ot" the United States. 


As a result of the dangers 
from 


consumption to tho^-e exposed to var- 
ious forms of dudt. and at the re- 
quest of the National Association,the 
government has recently appointed a 
com mission to work in co-operation 
with state authorities in making an 
investigation into the conditions of 
ii'e metal mining industries in 
the 


t'niLecl Stales, with special reference 
to diseases of the lungs. The 
work 


of the commission engaged in 
this 


special task will follow lines some- 
what similar to those worked out by 
the Royal Commission of Australia, 
wlinfe report was recently received 
in this (oimtry.

tion as an aeroplane pilot. The license, 
will be given her at the next meeting 
of the Aero club of America.

PLANS FOR MAKING GOOD ROADS 


Proposed by the Preble County. Ohio. Good 


Roada Association. 
T 


HE plan la based upon a clearly defined 


distinction between road maintenance 


and road construction or repair, a distinc- 
tion not made under present methods of 
road management. It also contemplates the 
use of the road drag as a means of road' 
maintenance and recognises the so-called 
King drag as the ideal implement for the 
purpose, first, because of its demonstrated 
efficiency, and. secondly, because of its low 
cost of construction and operation. For the 
beat results the drag should be correctly 
made and used, for In this as In everythinA 
there is a right and wrong way. Farmers' 
bulletin No. 321 of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Washington. D. C., gives detailed 
directions for making and using the drag 
and may be obtained free by anyone request- 
ing It. 


Preble county- has gravel on more than 


60 per cent of her road, and has tried out 
the King methods on' them to the entire 
•atisfactlon of nil. 


In order to a clear comprehension of 


the plan the following universally recog- 


nized facts should be stated and borne in 
mind in Us consideration: 


1. By law, all citizens of ages from 21 


to 05 are required to perform two days' la- 
bor on the highways, as a poll tax. 


2. Under existing conditions practically 


all the 
labor 
performed on highways is 


done by the farmers living adjacent thereto; 
rcxid superintendents and even contractors 
rely almost entirely on them for hands and 
teams. 


Z. By present methods little or nothing 


is done to the roads except to deposit new 
material on them, which la then left 
in- 


definitely without further attention. 


4. By reason of the last mentioned fact 


many roads provided with abundance of ma- 
terial are nevertheless bad roads for lack 
of proper attention and maintenance. 


5. Little or nothing can be 
efficiently 


or economically done toward smoothing or 
shaping the road surface when it is dry 
and solid, but this is easily done when the 
surface is softened by moisture. 


There will be universal agreement as to 


the above statements of fact, for they are 
of common knowledge and do not admit of 
dispute. 


the proposed plan contemplate* auch * 


change In methods as will virtually Intro- 
duce the "patrol" 
system, or 
continuous 


maintenance in vogue In France and other 
foreign countries, though at far less cost. 
It Is a principal well recognized by all road 
experts that the best results cannot be se- 
cured except by constant oversight and the 
application of the "stitch in time." 
It is 


apparent, even to the most casual observer, 
that far better roads would be had If the 
holes and ruts could be filled, ridges acraped 
off and the loose stone removed whenever 
and just at the time it ia needed to be done. 
What Is required is a little work done often, 
at just the right time. 
This could b« ac- 


complished of course, by the constant em- 
ployment of men on the roads, but this 
would necessitate a heavy increase of ex- 
pense and a consequent increase of the tax 
rate, besides being open to the further ob- 
jection that these men would be employed 
much of the time when the roads were not 
in the best condition for treatment, and con- 
sequently would be working at a disadvan- 
tage, besides losing much time In going 
from place to place on extensive sections. 


The proposed plan provides that the road 


authorities shall divide the roads into abort 
sections, according to the number of poll 
taxpayers, and assign to each man the sec- 
tion nearest and most convenient to him. 
who would assume the responsibility of 
keeping the same in good condition by work- 
Ing his poll tax on it, not all at once, but 
at intervals as needed, thua introducing the 
valuable •. ise.ntial features of the patrol sys- 
tem. 
It ia estimated that in no case would 


these sections comprise more than a half 
mile of road. 


A sufflc<ent number of the road drags 


already referred to would be provided so 
that every two or three of these section men 
could have one. or each could have his own 
if more desirable. As soon as the frost la 
o . In the spring, and while the road is yet 
somewhat soft and plastic, these men would 
so on the road each on his own section, 
dragging it thoroughly, scraping down the 
ridges, filling the ruts and holes and crown- 
ing and smoothing the surface so that it 
would shed water. 
Not more than two 


hours would be required to do this and it 
would be done at a time when it would 
least interfere -with farm work. Later in 


the season, whenever there waa a tendency 
to develop ruts or holes, each would again 
apply the same treatment, just following 
a rain. 
Only a rain that would make the 


fields too wet to work for at least a few 
hours would soften the road sufficiently to 
make it suitable for dragging, so that again 
the farmer would be enabled to do his road 
work without undue interference with hla 
farm work. 


A very important point may here be 


noted, viz.: That by thia plan the roads In 
any district, no matter how large, even in 
an entire county, could all be dragged and 
smoothed and put in good condition within 
a few hours, while they were in exactly 
the right condition to do it most effectually 
and at the least cost, while if the work had 
to be done- by a few men and teams, even 
in a limited district, the road surface would 
become too dry and solid to do efficient 
work before all of it could be reached. 
It 


is evident, too, that such a plan could not 
be worked by the superintendent ordering 
his men out to do the work, for the reason 
that he could never know in advance when 
the right time would be, as that depends on 
the weather, and when the conditions sud- 


denly became Just rl*ht, befor? »• coutA 
"warm out" his hand* and get them tp 
work, in many instances the favorable con- 
ditions would have passed and It would b« 
too late. 


Actual experiment has demonstrated tba£ 


not more than four and in many case* only 
two dragglngs, if properly done at the right 
time, are necessary to maintain an average 
road in a smooth condition, free from ridges. 
ruts and holes. 
Assuming an average of 


three times and allowing two hours for 
each, It is seen that this would consume alp 
hours of the ten due from each poll tax.- 
payer with a team, on his section. 
This 


would leavf four hours, or eight hours for a 
single hand, which time would be utilized 
In raking off loose stone, or In other minor 
attentions require! to keep the road in ttw 
best condition. 
, j 


It is thus seen that under alt ordinary 


conditions the two days' labor alone would 
keep the roads in pood condition, prevent- 
ing the formation of mud and the resulting 
dust and the consequent loss of material and 
thereby greatly prolong the life of "the roads 
as well as render them far more comfort- 
able, safe and convenient for travel. 


A RE-ENFORCED BRICK SILO

A 


N EXCAVATION' was made about four 


feet deep to the underlying rock in 


order to secure a solid foundation. 
Then 


a cylindrical brick wall was laid up the 
width of a brick, or four inches thick, cement 
mortar being used. 
As the wall was laid 


20d wire nails, which previously had been 
annealed by heating them, were embedded 
in the mortar with the ends projecting from 
the wall about two inches into the silo. 
About two nails were used per square foot 
of surface. 


After the wall had stood a few days for 


the cement mortar to harden, woven wire 
fencing was cut into pieces of the proper 
length to go around the inside of the silo, 
lapping somewhat, and the projecting ends 
of the nails were clinched over the wires so 
as to hold the fencing close to the brick 
Wall. 


Only fencing with straight horizontal wires 


should be used for this purpose, for if the 
fancing is not drawn close to the wall in all 
places an unnecessary amount of cement is 
required for the plastering. 


Two thicknesses of wire fencing were put 


on for about one-half the depth of the silo 
and for the remainder only one thickness. 
Each strip of fencing as put on was lapped 
about two inches over the lower one. 
The 


top course of fencing was allowed to project 
about four inches above the top of the wall 
and this was stapled to the plate, thus fasten- 
ing the roof securely to the structure. 


After the wire was in place the inside of 


the sllofeJwas plastered with cement, mortar, 
thus covering the wire. 
The mortar con- 


sisted of one part of cement and three parts 
of sand 


Four openings were provided at conven- 


ient distances for removing the silage. These 
openings are each 24x30 inches in size. 
The 


fioor frames are of cast iron one inch in 
thickness, with a projection which laps a 
couple of inches over the brick work on the 
inside of the silo. There Is also a projection 
fxn inch high extending around the frame on 
the inside and two inches from the face of 


the frame and against which the door presses 
when In place. 


The doors were made, as Is customary, of 


two thicknesses of seven-eighths Inch floor- 
ing-, with roofing paper between, and they are 
held in place by being bolted to 4x4-lnch 
pieces of timber, which extend across the 
door frames on the outside. 
The nuts on 


the bolts which pass through the doors and 
the pieces of timber are tightened from the 
outside, and in this way the doors can be 
drawn snugly against the jamb of the door 
frames. 


'This silo has been used only one year, 


but the silage has kept well and tlse wall 
successfully withstood the internal pressure. 


It is believed that this method of con- 


struction possesses many advantages where 
a permanent structure is desired. The wire 
fencing, being protected by the coating of 
cement, has no tendency to rust and the life 
of the silo should be almost Indefinite. 
In 


every agricultural community the services of 
a brick mason can be secured easily, the job 
of laying up the 4-inch wall is a short one 
and the farmer himself can put on the wire 
and do the plastering.

S/LOS AND SILAGE 


A 


SILO has been defined as "an air-tight 


structure used for the preservation of 


green, coarse fodder in a succulent condi- 
tion." and silage is simply the name given to 
feed taken from the silo. 


Throughout tho east and middle west, es- 


pecially in dairy sections, the up-to-date 
farmer feels his farm equipment incomplete 
without one of these buildings, and the day 
is not far distant when our western stock- 
men will take much the same attitude. 


Briefly, what are the requirements of a 
good silo? 


First—It must be air tight—that is, the 


Bides and bottom must be built in such a 
way as to exclude all air. 


Limited fermentation takes place In tho 


formation of silase. and if air is present in 
large quantities decay begins, resulting in 
excessive waste. 


Second—The 
inside 
walls 
should 
be 


smooth and regular. 
Any irregularities of 


the inner surface may cause uneven settling- 
of the stored crop and this means a place 
for the accumulation of air. 


Third—The silo should be of good height. 
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of better quality with a proportionally small- 
er amount of waste on the top. Thirty feet 
Is a common height 


Fourth—The 
walls of 
silos, especially 


toward the bottom, must be made exception- 
ally strong. Lateral (outward) pressure dur- 
ing the time of filling is great enough to 
spring structures poorly built 


Local conditions will determine largely the 


type of s;io built and the materials used in 
its construction. As regards form, the round 
type meets with greatest favor. Silage set- 
tles well and tho required strength and rigid- 
ity may be easily given to the walls. 
In- 


stances might arise where other forms could 
be usod to better advantage. 
In oase the 


building has corners, great care should be 
taken to see that ensilage is well packed at 
these points. 


Almost any type of building material 


may bo used In silo construction. Wood. 
etonc, brick or concrete will be found satis- 
factory. 
Stone in one section may prove to 


be tha cheapest, wood in another, or brick 
in another. 
Silos are often built of staves, 


very much on the plan of a largo barrel. 
Iron hoops being" used to hold the staves to- 
gether. 
Stone, brick or concrete structures 


may have rods laid in the walls themselves. 
These rods should be close enough together 
to remove all danger of the walls spreading. 


Corn Is without douht the great silage 


crop, chiefly because of the fact that it 
yields such large returns per ncre. 
In re- 


gions where this forage Is not available, 
alfalfa, oats, peas—-In fact, almost any green 
crop may be used. 
In many sections of 


Wyoming corn for fodder may without doubt 
be grown In paying quantities, but the stock 
man who can grow any of the other forage 
crops hns silage material !n abundance. 


The advantages of tho silo are many. A 


•siuTiiIfnt feed Is furnished throughout the 
yoar suitable for practically all classes of 
live stock 
Mo other method of preserving 


forage crops keeps them In a manner better 
suited to animal needs. 


Waste Is reduced to a minimum both in 


handling and feeding of silage. Leaves are 
not lost and the coarsest stems are eaten 
with relish. 
Alfalfa Infested with foxtail 


could readily be converted into first-class 
silage. 


Ensilage may be kept for long periods 


of time without suffering any deterioration 
in its feeding qualities. 
This is far from 


true with roughages of various kinds cured 
in the usual way. 


The stock man with a silo at his com- 


mand is independent of the weather during 
harvest season. 
The crop being put in 


green is taken from the field shortly after 
cutting, so does not have to dry -out and 
cure. It is estimated that 25 to 50 per cent 
of the feeding value of alfalfa hay is often 
lost through improper methods of curing and 
handling. 


When put into the silo large quantities 


of feed may be stored in a small space. This 
means a great saving to the man who wishes 
to keep his harvested crops under cover. 


Disagreeable weather and winter storms 


hold no terrors for the feeder who has a silo 
on his farm. There is no lonff cold trip for 
hay or corn fodder; no shoveling of snow-or 
chopping out of frozen stalks. 


Silage is produced at a far less exeponsc 


per ton than are any of the common root 
crops, and ranks practically the same in 
feeding value. 


Silase may be used In place of soiling 


crops in carrying stock through late summer 
and early fall when pastures are apt to be 
poor. It is a. feed that fits well in any sys- 
tem of intensive stock raising- and greatly 
increases tho carrying capacity of the land. 


In speaking ot the feeding value of sil- 


fiR-e, ii<-nry, in his book on "Feeds and Feed- 
ing," haa the following brief summary: 
. 


"Silage Is pre-eminently a feed for tho 


dairy cow. in almost equal degree It Is nec- 
fssaiy with breeding cattle, growing stock 
and young animals which would otherwise 
be wintered exclusively on dry forage. Giv- 
en to breeding and growing stock, silage 
tfnds to keep the bowels normal, the locly 
tissues suppy and skin pliant &nd the coat 
glossy, all of which mark the animals as 
in condition to make the most from their 
feed. This Is also true of fattening cattle. 


"If cattle are nt their best on summer 


pastures, then winter conditions which most 
nearly approach those of summer are to be 
desired. Those Interested in pure-bred beef 
cattle and in beof production who do not 
uso roots for tholr stock In winter should 
take lessons from dairymen who feed silage. 
Silage can be advantageously fed in modera- 
tion to breeding ewes, especially after they 
*iavo weaned, and to fattening shocp and 
iambs. 
It may also bn used in a limited 


way with Idle horsns and those not hard 
worked In winter, especially brood marcs 
ant! growing animals." 


A well-built silo Is a step In ths right 


direction and may be used to advantage In 
many sections of our state. 
A. IX F. 


'T'HE Iowa silo is made from hollow clay 
•*• 
building blocks and appears to be the 


type of silo most practical for all condi- 
tions of farming. 


Hard-burned hollow clay building blocks 


will not absorb a large amount of water. 
Moisture is not readily transferred through 
a wall of such material. 
We recommend 


that only blocks which have a low absorp- 
tion be used for silo construction. Blocks of 
this- kind are more durable and a eilo built 
of them will preserve silage better. 


The mortar used in laying the blocks 


should be a rich, water-tight mixture. This 
will resist the passage of moisture or air 
through the Joints. To secure a more per- 
fect wall, it Is recommended that the inside 
be washed with ce\ent. This will seal any 
minute openings or Imperfections. 


Some silo walls have been known to 


crumple at the bottom, due to the weight of 
the walls themselves, and to the friction of 
the silage. The 4-inch block wall of a 16- 
foot Iowa silo, 35 feet high, will carry not 
only Its own weight at the bottom, but that 
of all the silage which could be placed In 
the silo several times over. 


When constructed of curved blocks, the 


to be made of wood. They will decay and 
must be replaced after several years. The 
convenience and low cost of the wooden 
doors, which may be easily replaced, justifies 
their use. 


The concrete roof of the Iowa silo has a 


wide, flat gutter in which It is possible to 
stand while adjusting the blower pipe of 
an ensilage cutter to the silo for filling. This 
is a valuable convenience compared with the 
usual steep roof upon which it is impossible 
to stand, requiring that the work of adjust- 
ing the blower pipe be done from the window 
or a ladder. 


The concrete silo upon investigation has 


been found to be a satisfactory silo when 
carefully built. 
Its construction, however, 


is so difficult that very few really good silos 
have been found which have not been con- 
structed by the professional silo builder. 
The manipulation and construction of the 
forms for building a concrete ello are so 
difficult that although a silo may be satis- 
factory as far as strength and keeping qual- 
ities are concerned, the walls are often rough, 
distorted and not of good appearance. Good 
forms for the concrete wall are expensive and

Iowa silo has been made reasonably smooth 
on the inside, there has been no loss of 
silage from tho roughness of the wall. 


The walls of the Iowa silo are constructed 


of 
hollow, 
vitrified 
clay 
building blocks. 


which, as far as weather resistance is con- 
cerned, are as durable as any building ma- 
terial which can,, be obtained. 
Their dur- 


ability corresponds with the durability of 
brick which is to be found in all parts of 
the atate 
This does not mean that all hol- 


low building blocks arc durable, for there 
are good and bad blocks on the market. 
Good blocks are so plentiful that no one need 
make the mistake of selecting blocks of 
questionable merit. 


The roof of the Iowa silo, like the walls. 


Is made of durable material. A cheaper roof 
may be used, if desired, but It is strongly 
adviseci that the concrete roof be used where 
possible. 


One common mistake mot with In silo con- 


struction Is that the door frame Is made of 
material which will soon decay or rust and 
have to be replaced. 
The door frame of the 


Iowa sllb Is made of reinforced concrete, 
which, xvhen properly constructed, should 
be as durable as the walls themselves. 


The materials used In the Iowa silo will 


resist decay, disintegration, the action of 
frost, and any Implied or real action of tho 
acidity of the silage. 
Kven the steel which 


is placed In tho mortar Joints and concrrte 
door frame ns reinforcement Is thoroughly 
protected from rust. 
So carefully has tho 


matte:- of durability been considered in the 
design of the Iowa Kilo that It would IK: 
difficult to estimate its life. 
WhPn care- 


fully built It ought to last for several genr"-- 
ftllona. 
• 


Th« door* of th* Iowa, silo ar« 


considerable equipment Is necessary to han- 
dle the concrete. 


The walls of tho Iowa silo are of a con- 


struction familiar to all masons and for this 
reason a satisfactory job is practically as- 
sured. 
Tho reinforcement of the walls with 


the steel laid in the mortar Joints is a very 
simple matter. 


The cost of building the hollow block silo 


varies greatly, but the 18x36-foot silo item- 
ized here gives a fair average, making al- 
lowances for fluctuations in prices:

DENATURED ALCOHOL 


BY DR. H. W. WILEY. 


Chief of Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture. 


TJURINO the. year ending June 1, 1910. 
•*-* there were produced in thia country 
over ten million proof gallons of denatured 
alcohol. This Is twice the amount produced 
the previous year and over five times the 
production of 1907, the year following the 
passage of the tax-free alcohol law. 


Owing to the comparatively low cost of 


other fuel In this country, very little de- 
natured alcohol is being used for heat and 
power. In France, however, whera it is com- 
mercially successful on account of the high 
price of gasoline, the problem of the alcohol 
engine is considered solved, and one large 
traction company running heavy public ve- 
hicles and covering over 600.000 miles per 
month, demonstrates its successful use as a 
source of motive power. 


Aside from the cost, however. It has several 


advantages over gasoline. The odor is less 
marked; it Is practically smokeless; lighter 
engines are required and they can be op- 
erated with greater safety, while, gallon for 
gallon, it is fully as efficient as' gasoline. 


Gasoline is drawn from reservoirs that 


have a limit, our coal beds are being de- 
pleated, but the sources of alcohol, being- 
constantly replenished, are 
inexhaustible, 


and the high cost of the raw material is the 
only obstacle that prevents it from taking 
the place to a large extent of all other forms 
of fuel and becoming one of the greatest In- 
dustries -r this country. 
* 


The problem of cheapening denatured al- 


cohol so that it can successfully compete with 
gasoline is essentially an agricultural prob- 
lem. It Is the farmer, we hope, in the near 
future, both by growing cheap material and 
utilizing waste that can be converted Into 
alcohol, who will solve the problem of a 
cheaper and better fuel. 


The alcohol of this country Is produced 


chiefly from corn, that of Germany from po- 
tatoes, and in France the sugar beet is the 
source. 


During the past year the government, in 


its experimental 
agricultural 
distillery at 


the bureau of chemistry, has been working 
almost exclusively with potatoes. We have 
shown that with American methods and ma- 
chinery we can make as good and as much 
alcohol from a given amount of potatoes as 
the Germans. 


But we have also demonstrated that the 


successful manufacture of alcohol Is not a 
simple matter that can be carried on by 
every farmer as a side line and on a small 
scale. It costs Just as much labor to pro- 
duce one hundred rallons a day as five hun- 
dred and few single farms are large enough 
to supply sufficient material for the latter 
amount. 
Co-operation will meet this, condi- 


tion. Three, four or a dozen farmers of a 
given locality could organize a small com- 
pany, build a distillery, hire a skilled man 
who would Rive all his time to this work 


of ma lufacture and sale, and then share the 
profits according to the amount of rawfna- 
terial supplied. 
Thia la the plan that la 


working successfully abroad and that w* 
hope to see gradually adopted in this coun- 
try. 


While all manner of farm waste, contain- 


ing either starch or sugar, can be used In 
the production of alcohol, it has been found 
more economical to grow special crops for 
the purpose except in special cases. 
For 


example, it haa been found that small, un- 
dergrown, frozen or otherwise unmarketable 
potatoes produce Just as much alcohol as the 
high-priced, selected vegetable. 


In growing special crops for the distillery 


the farmer should reckon the alcohol aa so 
many gallons per acre cultivated. 
Thia will 


lead to a better cultivation of the soil—a 
matter that has been much neglected In this 
country. 
Last year the average yield of 


potatoes In this-Country was less than one 
hundred bushels per acre, while in Germany 
the average 
yield was over two hundred 


bushels and many farms produced three hunr 
dred bushels per acre. That these latter fig- 
ures may be attained in this country ha* 
been demonstrated on many of the state ag- 
ricultural experimental farms. 


Another factor of great Importance Is th« 


amount of fermentable' matter in the veg- 
etable. The average starch content of the 
American potato is about 15 per cent, while 
In Germany a potato has been developed con- 
taining over 20 per cent starch. This slight 
difference In starch content means an in- 
crease of over one hundred proof Ballon* 
per acre. 


Many conditions favor the farmer aa a 


manufacturer of alcohol. 
He can raise his 


own raw material and deliver It to the nearby 
co-operative distillery at a minimum cost for 
transportation. 
He can utilize farm wastea 


In a great measure. 
Distillery operations 


are best carried on in the cold weather, and 
laborers uan be furnished who would other.^ 
wise be unoccupied at that time of the year. 
The slop from the distillery, which is the 
residue after the fermentable matter has 
been extracted, ia very valuable as stock feed 
and may be fed warm Just as It comes from 
the still, with the addition of a little hay 
or other roughage. 
Thus a by-product of 


the distillery has proved to be almost aa val- 
uable (to fatten cattle) as the alcohol. lUelf 
a by-product of the farm. 
With a small 


piece of woodland, the cost of fuel should be 
small. 


Altogether these advantages, 
-heap raw 


material, cheap labor, cheap fuel, and cattU 
fattening on distillery waste, will, we be- 
lieve, enable the farmer through his co-op- 
erative distillery to compete successfully with 
the large manufacturer In the production of 
alcohol; and with the Improvements In meth- 
ods and materials, we may expect to see the 
price of this product lowered ?o that It cab 
be used as a source of light, heat and power.
